moved this week to keep the highway from Elmira 
to East Jordan under jurisdiction of the State High- 


way Department. 


Acting upon information from northern Michi- 
gan highway men that the state plans to discontin- 


ue M-32 from M-131 into East Jordan, the East Jor-- 


dan Businessmen’s Association is sponsoring a two 


county petition against it. 


The assoeation agreed Tuesday night to pay ex~ 
penses of four members who will visit Highway 
Commissioner Charles Ziegler and Gov. G. Men- 


nen Williams this week. 


The petition points out. that discontinuance of M- 
32 would greatly retard future development of this 


section of Michigan. 


It sites the continued development of the area; 
the increasing number of manufacturing plants and 
the development of resort business. 

City officials said if the state turns M-32 back to 
Charlevoix and Antrim counties for control and 


‘maintenance, future improvement or new construc- 


tion of a bridge over Jordan River would fall back 


upon Kast Jordan. 


Kstimate cost of a new bridge has been set as high 
as one half million dollars. 

Residents are also contacting senators and repre- 
sentatives in the area to make their position known.

Dear Marshall: 

' Many of our friends have writ- 
ten us stating that they had read 
our previous letters to you and 
that they wanted to hear more. 
There are so many different ac- 
tivities and experiences to tell 
about it is hard to know where 
to begin. mat 

In December, I went to Quetta, 
600 miles north of here with 
Charles Seckinger, the Agricul- 
tural Engineering Advisor to the 
Government of Pakistan. He just 
arrived here from Ford Tractor 
Co. in Birmingham. While in 
Quetta, we inspected the work- 
shop and completed the plans for 
the electrical layout. We also. 
had some policy discussions with 
the Pakistani Director of Agri- 

. eulture and deévelopment com- 
missioner. There is no workshop 
man like myself for Quetta as 
yet. In fact, I am the only one 
in Pakistan so am working any- 
where there is work to be done. 
Men are being recruited in the 
States for these other posts but 
none have arrived. Last week, I 
delivered the first workshop eq- 
uipment in Pakistan to Quetta. 
The equipment included a 6x6 
truck, a portable grease servic- 
ing outfit, a tilting bed imple- 
ment trailer, and a small utility 
trailer. “We used the truck to 
haul the other items and left

here early Tuesday January 4. 
A Pakistani went with me to help 
drive and interpret. We stayed 
in Khairpur Thursday night and 
finished the 600 miles trip on 


Wednesday. The last 100 miles . 


was thru the mountains and up 
5,000 feet. This part of the trip 
will be long remembered. The 
truck has no license and as a re- 
sult we were stopped several 
times. When; the police saw an 
American and heard U. S. A. we 
then proceeded on our way. On 
only one occasion did we have to 
use strong persuasion. Of course, 
if I had gotten clearance papers 
from the Chief Commissioner we 


would not have had any difficul- 


ty. But I am not one for formal- 


ities. While*in Quetta, I saw snow - 


on the mountain tops and that. is 
the closest to Michigan winter 
that I have seen. I am quite con- 
tented to leave the snow on the 
mountains tops and in East Jor- 
dan. 

On December 31, a Dutch 
freighter brought a fishing traw- 
ler to Karachi coming from Flor- 
ida. FOA paid $108,000 for the 
boat and gave it to. Pakistan to 
be used in developing the fishing 
industry here in the Arabian Sea. 
On the morning of December 31, 
I went with several Pakistanis 
and Americans to inspect the 
boat before unloading. The 


freighter had explosives below | 
deck so she could not dock here. 
We went in a Port Trust motor 
boat out to the Dutch freighter. 
The 68 ton fishing trawler was

Consider Type of Land for Drainage | 


The first thing to consider in 
drainage is the type of land to be 
drained. If the land is not good 
potential first class land then the 
expense of drainage is question- 
able. 

The heavy clays and some of 
the sandy loams over clay are ge- 
nerally the best agricultural land 
after drainage has been accom- 
plished. Deep mucks and peats 
also require drainage and these 


organic soils can be drained ec- 
onomically if the organic mater- 
ial is not-less than three to 3% 
feet in depth. —

The outlet might be 
a county drain or a stream which 
ig large enough to take care of 
the added flow. If the outlet 
ditch is a private ditch then ease- 
ments for the right to increase 
‘flowage must be obtained from 
down stream land owners. The 
outlet ditch must be designed 
deep enough to take care of all 
‘tile outlets so that they will not 
be submerged for any great 
length of time and it must be 
large enough to remove storm 
flows without overflowing its 
banks for any long period of 
time.

tractor to do a good job and fol- 
low the recommendations and 
specifications of the drainage 
engineer. A contractor who has 
a reputation. for honesty and 
quality work should be employ- 
ed. 

The spacing between indivi- 
dual tile is important and the 
spacing should be 1-8 inch in mi- 
neral soils and about % inch in 
organic soils. 

Backfilling is a job that is 


» generally accomplished by the 


land owner. The heavy clay that 
comes out of the bottom of the 
trench should never be placed 
back on the tile because this ma- 
terial might seal the joints. . 


IN SANDY ..LOAMS, straw, 
hay or ‘gravel should be used di- 
rectly over the tile and then top: 
soil should be spaded from the} 
side of the trench and placed ov- 
er the hay, straw or gravel. The 
least that should be done in a 
good backfill is to place the top- 
soil over the tile to a depth of 
about 18 inches.
